About 15868, Hornes Greeley wrote
remurkible address on Abraham Lin
coln, which it is helieved was never de”
liverad. The MS., came into the
possession of o former editor of the Tri-

bune, und is now first published in
the July Century under the title
“Greeley's Estimate of Lincoln. Of

Lincoln, the congressman, Me.
CH

1 first met Mr. Lincoln Iate in 1848 at
Washingtlon, as n vepresentative in the
Thirteenth  congress—the only one to
which he wns ever elected,  FHis was, as
apportioned under the census of 1540,
a whig  district; and he  wus
elected from it in 1846 by the largest
mijority it ever mave any one,  Ho was
then not quite forty years old: n genial,
cheerful, rather comely man, IIII'I!II'I"Ihl_\‘
tull, and the only whig from [llinois
not remarknble otherwise, to the best
of my recollection, He was gonerally
liked on our side of the house: he mode
two or three moderale and sensible
speeches which attracted like attention;
he voted gonerally to forbid the intro-
duction of slavery into the still untuaintad
tereitories: but fu‘: did not vote for Mr.

Greeley

Guult’s resolve  looking to  the
immedinte abolition of slavery
in the Federal district, being

deterred by the somewhat fiery ]mvnuhie
thereto. Helintroduced a counter -pro-
position of his own, looking to abolition
by novote of the people—that is by the
whites of the district—which see smed Lo
me much like submitting to the votes of
the inmutes of o penitentinry o proposi-
tion to double the lengih of their re-
spoctive terms of  fmprisonment, In
short, he was one of the very mildest
type of Wilmot Proviso whigs from the
free stutes—notl newrly so pronounced as
many who long since Tound a congeninl
rast in tho ranks of the pro-sluvery doem
ocrney,  DBut ns 1 had made most of that
short session, by printing an elucidated
axpose  of the iniquities of
congressionnl mileage: and ns
he did  not join  the active enbal
agninst me, though his milenge figured
conspicaously and by no means flatter-
ingly in that expose, I parted lrom him
at the close of the congress with none
but greateful reacollections, There woere
men aceounted abler on our side of the
house—such as Collnmer, of Vermont;
